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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-7 and 1 1 in the reply filed on 
April 22, 2009 is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The IDS submitted March 28, 2009 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the video signal for predicting," "the video signal for 
determining," "the video signal for compensating," and "the color characteristic." There 
are insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites in part: "modifying the video signal for compensating..." 
It is unclear as to which signal it is referred to. 

Claim 6 recites, "the mask." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,3,7 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by Hudson et al. (US 2004/0070562 A1 ). 

Regarding claim 1 , Hudson teaches a method of correcting a color characteristic 
of an image displayed in response to a video signal comprising the steps of: 

A) processing the video signal for predicting a variation in a physical 
characteristic of a display device displaying the image [abstract - predicting 
temperature change]; 

B) processing the video signal for determining a change in the color 
characteristic occurring in response to the variation in the physical characteristic [0015 
- predicting color change] ; and 

C) modifying the video signal for compensating for the change in the color 
characteristic [abstract - modifying the liquid crystal voltage operating range to achieve 
and maintain proper white point operating point for display]. 
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Regarding claim 3, Hudson teaches the method of claim 1 wherein the display 
device comprises a color picture tube and wherein step B comprises the steps of: 
determining a change in a register characteristic of an electron beam occurring in 
response to the variation in the physical characteristic [abstract]; and determining a 
change in the color characteristic occurring in response to the change in the register 
characteristic [abstract]. 

Regarding claim 7, Hudson teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein the step of 
modifying the video signal comprises the steps of: determining a change in a beam 
current of the color picture tube necessary to compensate for the change in the color 
characteristic [0015]; and modifying the video signal for producing the beam current 
change [0017]. 

Claim 1 1 is similar to claim 1 , therefore is rejected under the same rationale. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hudson in 
view of Dalai et al. (US 6,051 ,273). 
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Regarding claim 2, Hudson teaches the method of claim 1 wherein the display 
device comprises a color picture tube and wherein step A comprises the steps of: 
processing the video signal for predicting a temperature distribution of a mask of the 
color picture tube [abstract; figure 4]. However, Hudson does not explicitly teach 
predicting a change in a location of an aperture of the mask relative to an initial location 
occurring in response to the temperature distribution. In an analogous art, Dalai 
teaches predicting a change in a location of an aperture of the mask relative to an 
initial location occurring in response to the temperature distribution (col. 5, lines 10-15). 
At the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to predict a change in location of a aperture in order to determine the ideal 
location so that it can compensate the temperature distribution. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
